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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a), filed September 25, 2003, to revive the 
above-identified application. The petition is also being treated under 37 CFR 1.181 (no fee) as a 
petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is granted. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is dismissed as moot. 

The above-identified application was deemed abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner 
to the non-final Office action mailed December 18, 2002, which set a shortened statutory period 
for reply of three (3) months. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on July 25, 2003. 

Petitioner has provided a showing under 37 CFR 1.8(b) proving that an amendment and request 
for an extension of time were timely mailed on June 18, 2003, in compliance with 37 CFR 1.8. 
Therefore, the Notice of Abandonment is hereby vacated and the holding of abandonment 
withdrawn. 

Since the petition has been granted under 37 C.F.R. § 1.181, the petitioner's request to have the 
petition considered under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(a) is dismissed as moot . No petition fee is required 
for a petition to withdraw holding of abandonment under 37 C.F.R. §1.181. Therefore, a petition 
fee has not been charged to petitioner's deposit account. The fee of $930 for the three month 
extension of time has been charged to the deposit account.
